In this book the child is taught to read, write., and talk in English 
upon familiar topics of his daily life, — to read and to express thoughts 
about the things which are of mqst interest to him. 

The vocabulary includes that of the Primer and the most important 
ideas concerning playing, going to school, eating, sleeping, visiting, day ' 
and night, buying and selling, in the market, at home, at school, etc. 
This use of familiar and interesting ideas not only makes the teaching 
and learning of the English language far easier, but also encourages 
its use independently by the pupil. 

Speaking and writing form parts of each lesson. The forms of the 
lessons distinctly encourage the speaking of English. New words are 
learned in connection with the thoughts which they must be used to 
express. This is very important. Further, the use of new words in 
writing is strongly emphasized. The book contains an unusual amount 
of script. New words are either introduced in script or are used in 
script in statements, which form the basis for further written work. 

The uses and many inflections of the parts of speech, the tenses 
of the verb, the use and comparison of adjectives and adverbs, the 
more important prepositions, interrogative and personal pronouns, the 
various kinds of sentences, the use of simple adjective and adverbial 
clauses, receive special consideration in the text. 

By phonetic classifications of the words and by special exercises, 
phonics are gradually introduced and developed. Drawing and games, 
which are valuable helps in the teaching of English, are given due 
attention.

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DIRECTIONS FOR TEACHERS. 

I. Vbedbtdary. Use this book as soon as the pupils have finished 
the Primer. It reviews and extends the vocabularies of the Primers, 
and includes lessons on topics in which the pupils are most interested, — 
as eating, sleeping, home, school, market, playing, etc. If necessary, 
extend the vocabulary in the oral exercises. Be sure that the pupils 
understand thoroughly and can use all the words they learn. 

II. Spelling. Have the pupils learn to spell all new words. They 
should copy the words and sentences containing the words, spell the 
words orally, and then write the words and the sentences from dic- 
tation. In each day's spelling lesson include a few words in review. 
The phonic pages should also be used for reviews in spelling. 

III. Conversation. In teaching new words, first require the pupils 
to use them orally in answering and asking questions. Many of the 
lessons will assist in this work. Teach the words orally by topics. In 
connection with pages 86 to 37 teach the words relating to school life, 
kite flying with pages 50-54, marketing with pages 68 to 74, etc. 
Talk about kinds of fruit, animals, birds, about day and night,' buying 
and selling, visiting, telling time, eating, cooking, clothing, sleeping, 
country, city, etc. Use English always in speaking to the pupils, and 
encourage them to use it outside of as well as in school. 

IV. Reading. Before reading a new lesson teach the new words 
and require the pupils to use them orally in conversation. In reading, 
require the pupil first to study and then to read the sentence as a 
whole, not word by word. 

Do not have translating. If a pupil does not understand, find out 
what word he does not know, and explain it. . Use the native lan- 
guage, if necessary, in explaining a word, but use it very little in the 
reading. 
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V. Phonics. When a new word is taught, pronounce it slowly, 
giving each sound distinctly, and have the pupils imitate until they 
can pronounce the word correctly. 

Special attention must be given to the learning of the most important 
sounds of the English language, as given on the phonic pages. Teach 
the pupils the sounds of the various consonants, and to recognize the 
vowel sounds by the markings, by frequently reading the lists, and not 
hy giving the sounds special names as long g, short ^, etc. 

A silent letter (page 126) is indicated by a line drawn through the 
letter, as ;p^rit^, ri^^t. 

Write on the blackboard lists of words, each containing a given sound. 
Underline the letter representing the sound or write it with colored 
crayon. Pronounce each word slowly, emphasizing the sound. Make 
the sound separately. For example, -v — git^e, gave, lit;e, fit;e, gave, 
save, have, leave, love. The words may be left on the board for further 
drill, or they may be erased and the pupils may give words containing 
the sound. In the same way teach, drill on, and frequently review the 
sounds represented by the following consonants and vowels, taking them 
in the order developed in the reading and in other combinations: 
b, c, 5, d, f, g, g, h, j, k, 1, m, n, p, r, s, g, t, v, w, y, ek, ch, si, fl, bl, 11, 
th, sh, gr, wh, ng, and a, a, a, a, e, e, ee, e/l, i, I, 5, 6, u, u, y, y, ou, and ow. 

Toward the end of the year have lessons in word formation. The 
pupil must first know thoroughly the sounds represented by the various 
consonants and syllables. Write on the blackboard word lists in review 
like the following : —

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Other syllables, as oat, ead, eep, ack, ing, may be used. The number 
of words may also be enlarged, forming words new to the pupils, but in 
general at this time only the words which the pupil is taught to use 
should be included. 

Have the pupils sound the syllable and then read the line, sounding 
the syllable in place of the blank; as in the first line, thus — at, h-at, 
hat ; s-at, sat ; b-at, bat ; m-at, mat ; f-at, fat ; v-at, vat. 

VI. Tfiiting. Have the pupils copy the capital letters and the 
small letters. Have them copy the new words and the sentences given 
in script. They may write answers to questions and write questions 
about objects, fishing, the school, etc. Be sure that the pupils under- 
stand what they write. 

VII. G-ame%. Teach the pupils many games, as playing ball, playing 
tag, spinning tops, jumping rope, London bridge, drop the handker* 
chief, etc., using English. 

Pages 46, 57, 65, 75, 82, 83, etc., have the pupils act out the words, 
repeating them as they do so. 

Page 113, have two pupils put their backs together, lock arms, then 
lift each other up and down, saying the words in turn ; sitting down, 
conversing, and then trying to gg t up with arms still locked. 

VIII. Drawings. Have the pupils copy the simple outline drawing? 
given on various pages in the book. Teach the pupils to draw the 
objects about which they are reading or writing. 

IX. Mevieufs. Have frequent reviews in reading and spelling 
Read together related lessons. Follow the directions given in th 
footnotes. 
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
